"Democracy from the time immemorial 


has steadfastly adhered and cherished the 
principle that taxation should be limited 
to the necessities of government economic- 
ally administered, while our republican 
friends for a generation, misguided by 
certain of their"manufacturing interests, 
have boldly declared, according to the old 
biblical text, And there went forth a de- 
cree In the days of Augustus Caesar that 
allrthe world should be taxed. 
But the 


people of this country have learned that 
effective taxation can not be imposed on 
our own «itizons, and when that burden, 
long felt, was realized, the people decreed 
by an enormous majority that the system 
of taxation represented by tlie Mcliinley 
bill should bo at once changed and radi- 
cally revised. 


True to our principles we have repealed 


that odious measure of taxation. 


"The whole financial system of our gov- 


ernment needs reorganization, and this- 
appeals keenly to business men. 
Think 


of it, the U, S. government, tho greatest 
business corporation in the world, has not 
even a board of directors. 
Its business 


manager, the secretary of the treasury, 
cannot even negotiate a temporary loan. 
The greatest bank in the world, its busi- 
uess manager can only raise money to 
maintain its' gold payments by the issue of 
bon.ls, which run for 10, 15 or 30 years, 
which were provided for :)0 years ago, and 
carried so high a rate of interest that it 
takes an expert mathematician to figure 
out the rate at which we can sell them, so 
as not to net the purchaser an exorbitant 
profit. 


"The secretary of the treasury should 


be giveu power to isme bonds to maintain 
the ijom reserve. 
That reserve, once for 


all should be specifically pledged to the 
purpose of redeeming outstanding obliga- 
tions. 
In addition, ho should have power 


to issue exchequer notes to tide over tem- 
porary deficiencies of revenue. 


"But our republican friends, fearing to 


discuss the tariff and financial questions, 
come to our foreign policy. That is and 
always has been under democratic guid- 
ance, a policy of non-interference in the 
domestic affairs of 
foreign nations—a 


policy 
inaugurated 
by 
John 
Quincy 


Adams 
in 
his Monroe doctrine, and 


steadily adhered to in the past by Presi- 
dent Cleveland, aud which will, I trust, 
be adhered to in the present by our dis- 
tinguished fellow citizen, Richard Olney, 
the secretary of stutc.'1 


The.speaker then eulogized the demo- 


cratic candidate for governor and then 
took up other national issues. 


The speaker referred to the pensions to 


national veterans and their widows, gen- 
erals, etc. If an ordinary veteran has both 
eyes shot out a grateful government gives 
him S1200. To the widow ot the gallant 
Wlnslow It gives 8KM. 
But to the queen 


of tho Sandwich Islands It offers $-20,003 
and a gift of S100.000 to her daughter. 
That is republican policy. It is a con- 
fession of an intended robbery and a pro- 
posed reparation.

Holmes Convicted of 
Mur- 


der in First Degree. 


A BRIEE1 SKETCH OF THE 3IUR- 


DEK'S LIFE. 


He 
Stands 
in Foremost Bank of 
Criminals.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 4.—H. H. Holmon 


was convicted of murder In the flrat de- 
gree at 8:51 o'clock Saturday night, for 
killing Benjamin P. Pitezel. " 


The jurr retired to deliberate at 5:40 


o'clock. According to one of their num- 
ber, they had reached their verdict .before 
the doors of their room closed upon them. 
They atu their supper Ik-fit. They they 
took a balloE, and every man of the 13 
answered, "Guilty of murder in tho first, 
deprce." 


For decency sake they talkul about tho 


case for 1^ hours. 
Then word -was sent 


into court that they had agreed. This 
at 8 15 o'clock. It took a half hour to get 
the court in readiness to receive the ver- 
dict. 


Holmes spoke to his counsel, Kotan and 


Shoemaker, in tho callroora, before he was 
taken back to Moynmensing prison. -To 
them, he said: ."I feel that this condemns 
me. It was an unjust trial." Ho would 
say no more than that. 


•Immediately after the announcement of 


tho verdict the usual application for leave 
to file a motion for a new trial was made. 
District Attorney Graham did not oppose 
the motion and Judge Arnold fixed Xov. 
18 for a hearing. The principal reason 
urged will bo lack of time for the prepara- 
tion of the defense. 


Should a new trial be refused, an appeal 


vrill be taken to tho supreme court, and 
argument heard at its next sitting in thi 
city, January, 1896. 
So, that even if 


everything goes against him, Holmes has 
yet some time to spend on earth. 


A Dark Hi«tory. 


Benjauiln'F. Pltczel's body was found

Pitezel's lawj-er at St. Louis, .Toptha 
Howe, that the body was that of Beuja- 
nain F. Pitezcl, and a claim was made ou 
the Fidelity Mutual Life association of 
Philadelphia for 510,000, which" that com- 
pany carried on Pltezel's life. The body 
was exhumed and was inally Identified by 
his daughter, who was brought from St. 
Louis, as that of Pitezel. 


The Insurance company paid the claim, 


but uot being satisfied that Pitezel had 
met his death accidentally, at oace placed 
detectives on the'case.. This resulted In 
the" arrest in Boston of Mudgett, alias 
Holmes. 
The latter was brought here 


aud was placed on trial, charged with con- 
spiracy to defraud the insurance company. 


Guilty of Conspiracy. 


Holmes pleaded guilty to this charge, 


but to ooinb».;. the more serious charge of 
murder claimed that Pitercl was still liv- 
ing; that a body was obtained from a 
New York dissecting room and placed in 
the buildinff on Callowhill street after 
burning the skin slightly and throwing a 
lamp ou tho floor. Holmes claimed that 
ho and Pitezel left the city and subse- 
quently informed Mrs. Pitezel that the 
body was that of hor missing husbaud, 
and had her press her claim for the insur- 
ance. 


Holmes was sent to prison to await sen- 


tence on the conspiracy trial, and District 
Attorney Graham started Detective Geyer 
out to visit Toronto, Chicr.go and other 
western cities to endeavor to obtain evi- 
dence against Holmes which would war- 
rant his being arraigned for murder. De- 
tective Geyer's success in lindiug tho dead 
bodies o£ the children is well known, and 
other facts which he gleamed satisfied tho 
district attorney that Holmes could bo 
convicted hero of the murder of Pitczol. 
Detective Geycr also brought to this city 
ilrs. Pitezel and others from various parts 
of tiie west and Canada to take the stand 
ae witnesses against Holmes. 


A .Checkered Career. 


Herman W. Mudgett, alias ' H. H. 


Holmes, alias H. H. Howard, was born in 
Burlington. Yt., and later studied medi- 
cine in Ann Arbor, Mich. He was mar- 
ried at tho latter place. Ho and a friend 
swindled an insurance company of Chi- 
cago out of $13,000 soon after graduating. 
He made another haul of $10,000 In a sim- 
ilar way. Holmes went into the drug 
business and speculated. His wife went 
home, .and ho thon married another 
woman, with whom ho wont to California. 
, Returning iu about a year, ho tried to 
cheat a fire insurance company out of $<30,- 
000, failed, and, learning that his type- 
writer and her sister had inherited 850,- 
OOD, laid a scheme to get the money. 
The 


sister came to live, with them, and disap- 
peared. Holmes nest appeared in Terre 
Haute, Ind., where he bailed B. F. Pitezel 
out of jail. From thero he went to Frank- 
lin, Ind., where he married Miss Yoke, 
and thoy spent their honeymoon in Den- 
ver, where Holmes mode $27,000 in specu-. 
lation. 


In Philadelphia, later on, ho and Pitezel 


played the last card. Pitczol was iusurud 
in the Philadelphia Mutual for $10,000. 
On Sept. 3 his supposed body was found 
in the house at 1310 Callowhill street. 
Pitezel's wife and children identified, the 
body as Pitezel's, and $7500 of the insurance 
money was paid over. Then Train jobber 
Hedorespeth gave tho whole case away to 
Chief of Police .Harrison. 
Holmes was 


traced, to Toronto and Burlinpton, Yt.; 
and later he wasnrrosted. Meanwhile the 
Pitezol children had disappeared, tho boy 
being traced to Indianapolis and the two 
girls to Toronto.

Brotherhoods Combine to Fight the 


Railway Union. 


Efforts Being Put Forth, to Draw the Trades 


Unions Into the Contest—Something jA"bout 
the Labor Records of the Principal Combat- 
ants.

labor world Is an open book to mo, and 
thousands of trades unionists will sap 
port the assertion Xraake that ho has al 
•ways been the on'fepoken and nctivi 
champion of trades.unious. He has or 
ganiz&d trades unions and laborod for 
them, both before and since the A. B. 
U. earns into existence. Ho v;as tho only 
prominent brotherhood man who always 
opposed the Jim Crow aristocracy set-up 
in the railway organizations by Arlhur 
and his ilk. I don't want to take sides 
too positively In this article, but when I 
think of the railway brotherhoods assail 
ing Doha or any other man allegedly be 


There are rumors of war to como in 


tho -world of organized labor. There are 
bustle and flurry in the touts of lenders 
of divers clans, and on the faces of these 
lame leaders there is a look of fierce- 
ness which bespeaks minds mado up to 
wage relentless warfare against a foo 
man whose known valor and strength 
warn his antagonists that moro than 
usual preparations for the coming con- 
flict rrmst be mado. There, have been 
councils of the chieftains, and plans for 
massing forces against the hated com- 
raon enemy have been discussed, amend- 
ed and adopted. And now the chioftaine 
are assembling their tents at a center 
agreed upon, that tho warmay.be mado 
as effective as possible by concentration 
of tho military genins of the several 
clans. Already there has been firing of 
light arms on the skiirnish line, but no 
casualties have been noted, and but fnw 
noDcombatants have heard tho report or 
understood its meaning if thev have 
heard. » • * To drop metaphor and 
at cmce make known tho subject I am 
going to discuss iu this letter, I will 
state that it is known in tho inner cir- 
cles that tho railroad brotherhoods aro 
entering upon a war of extermination 
against tho American Railway union. 


Every observant man in tho labor 


movement has realized since the hour 
that tho A. B. V. was recognized as a 
fact that a straggle between tho new 
and tho old organizations was inevita- 
ble ; that sooner or later the question of 
whether the brotherhoods or tho -union 
should dominate in tho affairs of rail- 
way employees mnst be settled. Tho dis- 
astrons termination of the Pullman 
strike and boycott, which was generally 
believed to bo a deathblow to the new 
union, cansed many to think that the 
tent had been applied by ontaide influ- 
ences, and that the brotherhoods were 
to bo rid thereafter of their erstwhile 
vigorous rival. But it now seems that 
such conclusion was a mistaken ono; 
that the American Railway nnion was 
riot crashed to death by tho Managers' 
association, the federal authorities and 
tho courts in July, 1894. That it suf- 
fered temporarily, suffered deeply, there 
caii bo no question, but it appears now 
that its losses at that time were almost 
all in other directions than membership . 
roll. 
Its officers claim.that tho numer- I 


ical strength of the union is far greater I 
now than it over was at any other time 
siuce its inception, nnd I personally, 
know tho claim to be well founded. The 
present warlike attitude of the brother- 
hood officials indicates .that they do not 
believe tho union is dying from the ef- 
fect of wounds received at Chicago. 


look with favor upon the depletion of 
their ranks and the building up of a 
rival orgauizadon.. The contest then be- 
gan, on one side to grow by recruiting 
from all classes of railway employees, 
on the other to hold what it had. The 
first open fight between, the two forces 
oame tbriugh the. atrike ordered by the 
A. R. U. on tho Great Northern rail- 
road. . Some of the brotherhood officials 
openly took the field against tho strike, 
and tho first conflict of authority result- 
ed. The A. H. U. ordered all employees 
to quit -work, but the brotherhood offi- 
cials ordered all trainmen owing allegi- 
ance to their orders to return to work. 
Tho A. H. U. wou a double victory. It 
defeated the brotherhood officials, and 
also won the strike from the railway 
company. 


Since then the fight has been on in 


earnest, but it has been confined princi- 
pally -to articles published in official 
newspapers aud magazines. Tho history 
of the Pullman strike and boycott is too 
familiar to require recounting hero. 
The war of words has become exceed- 
ingly hot at times, and the integrity of 
more than ono prominent railroad man 
has been 'placed in question by charges 
boldly made. The center of tho A. B. 
U. campaign for some months has been 
inside tho walls of the Woodstock jail. 
Tho opposing force has been scattered, 
and this statement takes us to an ex- 
planation of tho first paragraph of this 
letter. 
It is said that tho brotherhoods 


have decided to couccutrato their firo 
hereafter by combining their forces and 
by placing them under one general con- 
trol ; that the reoeut removal of brother- 
hood headquarters to Pooria and the 
proposal of others to do likewise is a 
part of this plan. There is to be another 
attempt at federating railway orders, 
and while a little bird whispers that 
tho magnet which is drawing them to- 
gether is a desire to crush the A. R. U. 
it is announced that the union of forces 
is to be permanent aud will havo for its 
objects the usual purposes of such a 
combination.

The effrontery of these brotherhood 


men is colossal. 
Every one .of their 


organizationn.violates a cardinal princi- 
ple of trades unionism Lu that oauh of 
them has as members many men who 
aro not engaged in the class of labcr (ho 
namo of thn organization stniide for, 
and one, the Brotherhood of Trainmen, 
takes as member's any one who is in any 
way connected with the train service, 
from engineer to callboy. 
In the Firo- 


, men's, brotherhood there are firemen, 


hostlers and engineers, and .it is doubt- 
fr.l if one-half of tho membership is of 
the former calling. Xow, how havo the 
brotherhoods stood toward other labor 
organizations? I apologize to Mr. Arthur 
for saying "other labor organizations." 
Ho has always and publicly proclaimed 
that '.'the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers is not-n labor organization." 
Bnt about pur query.: The railway 
brotherhoods bavoinever affiliated with 


i other labor organizations. Their laws 
' strictly prohibit anything of tho sort. 


Their, local uuiciis do not affiliate with 
the contra! labor bodies, and the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor has been snub- 
bed by them, scores of .times and its 
overtures looking to .affiliation treated 
with contempt. Havo they ever given 
support to other labor when it has been 
engaged in struggles for justice? I havo 
had some experience with them in this 
line. 
With tears in my eyes I have 


begged a division of the Brotherhood of 


j Engineers to rofnse to rim for a com- 


pany which was crashing an organiza- 
tion of shopmen. I got tho coid shoulder 
and tho shopmen's organization was 
wiped out. I could tell (and may before 
the trouble is over) somo intensely in- 
teresting, though painful reminiscences, 
under this head. 


Just what features' of labor warfare 


will bo inaugurated by the brotherhoods 
under tho new arrangement is not 
known, but it is believed that if they 
find it necessary to resort to such means 
their men will be ordered to refuse to 


What is the meaning of the contro- 


versy between these organizations? Of 
course it is easily understood that mat- 
tors having progressed so far it is not 
possible for the two organizations (ns- 
ing the brotherhoods in a collective 
sense) to live and sncceed in their aims. 
Therefore it is a fight for existence. 
Which has the better right to survive? 
That we'may be assisted in answering 
this question let us glance over a 
fow pages of the history of railway or- 
ganizations in this .country. Up until 
the timo thilt the American Railway 
union was instituted employees in the 
train service were, when organized at 
all, in separate brotherhoods or unions, 
according to their respective branches of 
service. 
Shopmen, trackmen and all 


others not engaged in operating trains, 
were in assemblies of the Knights of 
Labor or unions of their trades or were 
entirely outside the fold of labor organi- 
zation. 
Several attempts have been 


made during the past 12 or 15 years to 
form and perfect a federation of the 
brotherhoods of trainmen (and telegra- 
phers), but the trackmen, shopmen, eta, 
have been in every instance, I believe, 
left o.ut. All these attempts at federa- 
tion failed, some hanging on a little 
longer 
than others, but none ever 


amounting to much. Why they failed 
we are not considering. This bit of his- 
tory is dealing with results, not causes. 


work w\th A. R. U. men, and that the 
General Managers' association, which 
has no love for tho A. R. -Ui, will give 
what assistance it can in such an event.

railway brotherhoods are systematical!' 
approaching tho trades unions, some 
times openly, sometimes through prom 
inont members, with a view to securing 
the co-operation of tho unions in the 
fight against the A. R. U. 'For tko sake 
of the honor of trades unionism this at 
tempt should fail utterly. Besides, such 
a step would shock every union from cen- 
ter to circumference, aud I am presump- 
tuous enough right hero to warn overy 
trade-union leader to refuse totnUo.that 
step. The policy for the trades unions 
to pursue in the railway fight is hands 
off, unless great changes tuko- place in 
the status of the controversy, and I can- 
not imagine auythiug happening that 
would make the rank and file of tho 
trades unions take up arms in support 
of tho brotherhoods.

Among tho men who were active at all 


times in the attempts at federation was 
Eugene V. Dets, during all of thosa 
years secretary of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen. At the Cincinnati 
convention of the Brotherhood of fire- 
men, in 1892, ilr. Debs stated that ho 
had come to the conclusion that the 
brotherhood form of organization waa 
not tho best that could be constructed 
for railway employees; that he held 
views at variance with the brotherhood, 
and lie positively refused to serve any 
longer as secretary of the organization 
alter his unanimous election followed 
his declination to stand as a candidate 
before- tha convention. 
Shortly after 


ithis the American Hallway union was 
launched by Mr. Debs and others.'' In 
(he. beginning ilr.. Debs said, in effect, 
the railroad companies are solidly al- 
lied, and there are no classes or divi- 
sions among them. The more organiza- 
tions .the men have the more they aro 
divided and the easier the companies 
can vanquish them. If one organization 
Is enough for the railroad companies, 
one organization is enough for- the em- 
ployees, and the avowed- object of tho 
American Railway union was to asso- 
ciate all 
the employees—trackmen, 


shopmen and all others, as well as train- 
men. I shall further on say something 
more in detail of tho form'of organiza- 
tion adopted by the A. R. U. 


Many members of the brotherhoods 


who held with Debs thut a -change-in 
the form of organization was necessary 
affiliated .with, the new .union.. Some of 
these severed their connection with the 
brotherhoods; others.didiot. Naturally 
the brotherhood men who-were satisfied 
Kith the old style organizations did not 


Brotherhood men are asserting t.hat 


Debs and the A. R. U. are tho enemies 
of trades unions and trades union prin- 
ciples. If wo wero to tako their word 
for that, we could only say the kettle is 
calling the pot bliick, for no one need 
tell tho well informed labor man that 
the brotherhoods hnve been anything 
but friendly to trades unionism during 
their wholo career. But we won't tako 
their word. We'll look up the record in 
both cases. What are the facts regarding 
the form of organization under which 
the A. R. U. works? The union's con- 
stitution distinctly provides for organiz- 


1 ing railway employees by classes or 
occupations. The trades union principle 
is clearly recognized. There are in the 
A. R. D., for instance, unions composed 
exclusively of engineers, others /osclu- 
•sively of conductors, others of firemen, 
of brakemon, and so on through the list. 
The law provides that tho men of the 
various classes of employment may or- 
ganize in separate unions and transact 
their business in their own way. Thus 
the A. R. TJ. is a federation of railway 
employees fonnc'.ed upon the trades tm- 


] ion principle. Thn federation in this in- 


I stance is from the bottom up, and the 
j affiliation overcomes that which was the 
great impediment in efforts to federate 
the brotherhoods, the assumed superior- 
ity of the §4 man over the $1 man. 


What has been from its inception and 


is .today the attitude of the A. R. TJ. 
toward other trades unions? Friendship, 
cordiality and helpfulness. In nearly all 
places, the local unions of the A. R. U. 
are.attached to the central labor bodies, 
and they are recognized by every com- 
munity .in which they exist as part and 
parcel of the labor movement under all 
tircumstances. Brotherhood officials are 
tttending trades union meetings, local, 
central and state, and attempting to 
loison the minds of those who will'lis- 
ien to them by charging that --Eugene 
Dobs-is an'enemy of. trades unions, and 
that his purpose1 is to..break down those 
organizations. This charge is .malicious 
and false.. Ijttave known Debs for many 
years, and his'career of 21 years in the 


Kb; for tho lifo of mo, I can't see a 


speck of ground upon which tho broth- 
erhoods nmy.Gtaud and ask tho trades 
unions to help them fight the A. R. U., 
and I havo studied this matter closely 
for several weeks before writing a word 
about it. Without egotism I think I call 
claim that I have earned tho respect and 
confidence of tho trades unionists of this 
country, and that I am clenrly within 
my rights when' I adviso them to tnm a 
deaf ear to tho oily overt-ares of these 
eleventh hour frionds, who come down 
off of their high horse ivhen ho roaches 
a ditch he's afraid to jump, and ask 
those whom they havo always consider- 
ed the "riffraff" to bridge the chasm 
for them. ilr. Arthur, is hand and glove 
with tho railway magnates. 
They are 


| his willing allies. Let him depend npou 


j them to help him clean out Dabs and 


j the A. R. U. The trades unionists want 
i nothing to do with such a combination. 


It is diilionlt to decide from an honest 
union man's standpoint which is the 
moaner end of it—the magnate or Ar- 
thur. In -justice I must say in closing 
that thero are many good and true men 
in the brotherhoods, men who havo al- 
ways sympathized with other labor, but 
I know whereof I spenk when I say that 
they have always deeply regretted the 
actions of their official representatives. 
This presort affair may bo the last strin 
for thousands of brotherhood men.

I do not believe of course that 
there will ever bo a time when there 
will be no poverty and no misery, but I 
do believe the future will be far bright- 
er than the present, aud that tho coming 
improvement will bo largely wrought 
out through co-operation.

dwelling of Joseph A. Corain, a promi- 
nent citizen who is largely Interested In 
western copper mines. 


The structure is ot ths classic style of 


irchitecture and of a type nowhere to be

Benjamin P. Pltczel'a body was found 


In ;i house at 1318 Callowhill street, Sept. 3, 
1MM. A shattered lamp was found by tho 
side of the body, -which bore evidence o.C 
having burned, and tho coroner's jury con- 
cluded that tho oil lamp had exploded, 
and that Vltczel, who -was at tho -iim 
k:iuwn as B. F. Perry, hod been burned tc 
d--;i;h, und accordingly rendered a verdic 
of .-uvklental death.

Guilty of Conspiracy. 


Holmes pleaded guilty to this charge, 


but to combat the more serious ch.irge ol 
murder claimed that Pitozel was stilf liv- 
ing; that a body was obtained from a 
Now York,<l!sseetiug room and placed in 
the building on Callowhill street after 
burning tho skin slightly and throwing a 
lamp ou tho floor. Holmes claimed that 
he and Pitezel left tho city and subse- 
quently informed Mrs. Pitezol that the 
body was that of her misslug husband, 
one! had her press her claim for the insur- 
ance. 


Holmes was sent to prison to await sen- 


tence on the conspiracy trial, and District 
Attorney Graham started Detective Geyer 
out to visit Toronto. Chicago and other 
•western cities to endeavor to obtain evi- 
dence against Holmes which would war- 
rant his being arraigned for murdor. Do- 
tectivo Goyor's success in finding tho dead 
bodies of tho children is well known, and 
other facts which he gleamed satisfied the 
district att.orney that Holmes could be 
convicted .hero of tho murder of Pitezel.

takes as mamborg anjone who is in any 
way connected with the train service, 
from engineer to oallboy. ' In the Fire- 
men's brotherhood there aro firemen, 
hcfetlers and engineers, and it is doubt- 
ful if one-half of tho membership is of 
tho former calling. Now, how have the 
brotherhoods stood toward other labor 
organizations? I apologize to Mr. Arthur 
for saying "other labor organizations. 
He has always and publicly proclaimed 
that "the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers is not a labor organization. 
Bat about our query: Tho railway 
brotherhoods have never affiliated with 
other labor organizations. Their laws 
strictly prohibit anything of the sort. 
Their local unions do not affiliate with 
the central labor bodies, and the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor has been snub- 
bed by them scores of times and its 
overtures looking to affiliation treated 
•with contempt. Have they ever given 
support to other labor when it has been 
engaged in struggles for justice? I have 
had some experience with them in this 
line. 
With tears in my eyes I have 


begged a division of the Brotherhood of 
Engineers to refuse to ran for a com- 
pany which was crashing an organiza- 
tion of shopmen. I got the cold shoulder 
and tho shopmen's organization was 
wiped ont. I could tell (and may before 
the trouble is over) some intensely in- 
teresting, though painful reminiscences, 
under this head.
